field took the stand for the prosecut'on 
against

shortly after noon today. The catling 
of his name was greeted with the rus- 
tle that has greeted former witnesses 
who have been awaited with Interest. 
Th chief told his story in answer to 
questions by Lawyer Crosby, speak- 
ing decisively, and presenting 
his 


statements clearly. Up to adjourn- 
ment at 1 o'clock he had told little 
that was new in the trial., aside from 
the statement to him of Robert Stew- 
art Fosburgh that he did not heir any 
shots before his sister fell into his 
arms. He thought she had been pushed 


This morning's session before the 


chief took the stand was mostly taken 
up with the testimony of officers. The 
cross examination of Captain White 
was long, while Officer Flynn testi- 
fied at length. 


Captain White's testimony on cross 


examination led Mr. Joyner to ask if 
he wasn't in a rather 
"thoughtless 


mood" when he went to the house.

New York Yacht club opened brilliantly 
yesterday, with the race for three val- 
uable cups presented by Commodore 
Jkedyard. 
The whole fleet was eligible 


to compete, and was divided into three 
classes, schooners. single-malted ves- 
sels and yawls, in cruising trim, and tho 
two cup defenders, Constitution and 
Columbia, in racing trim. 


Naturally, the principal interest was 


focused on these two splendid racers, 
•which entered the race in thoroughly 
fit condition. 
Both had been hauled 


out and polished and burnished until 
their 
underbodles 
fairly 
gleamed. 


Many defects in the rig of the Constitu- 
tion had been remedied. She sported a 
longer bowsprit, her sails h&d been at- 
tended to and fitted her better than when 
she !ost appeared in public. 


Her performance was very creditable. 


Starting in a nice sailing breeze, which, 
however, at no time exceeded a seven- 
knot strength, she beat her rival, the 
Columbia, smartly bandied and sailed 
with rare skill and judgment, four min- 
utes and 18 seconds 
over a 21-mllo 


course. 


The first leg was 11 miles northeast 


by east, one-half east, dead before the 
wind; the second leg was a beat to wind- 
ward of five miles, west southwest, one- i 
ba?f we^t, and the third leg a stretch , 
with the wind forward of the starboard j 
beam to the finish line, one mile west 
from Eaton's Point light.

But Did Not Give Maclay Any 


Pacts About Campaign 


STANDS BY FIBST REPOBTS 


And Thinks Perhaps the Historian 


Took Hla Faeis From Them—Scbley 
Blade «MU«t»tenient of Facts" 1C 
Correctly Quoted In an Interview 


Boston, July 23.—Bear Admiral Samp- 


son, in an interview yesterday, stated 
that he had read the proofs of Maclay's 
Naval History, which has been excluded 
from the United States naval academy 
by order of Secretary Long, because of 
matters ronsidered objectionable, bat 
that he did not remember what was 
said about the battle of Santiago or 
Bear Admiral gcliley, wnich comprise 
the subject on account of which the 
book has been ruled out of the Annapolis 
curriculum, 


"Since this talk in the newspapers," 


said Admiral Sampson, "I called the at- 
tention of my aide, Lieutenant Bennett, 
to the matter, and he says he read the 
proofs, but that I could not criticize 
them because the language was too im- 
moderate. It was a long time ago that 
I read these proofs- 
I presume they 


contained the same statements that are 
now embodied in the history. 


"I have jfend the history written by 


Mr. Maclay," he continued, "and con- 
sider the account of my campaigns a 
very good one. 
About the rest of it I 


cannot Judge accurately, perhaps, hav- 
gng no intimate knowledge of the events 
described." 


In response to an inquiry whether or 


not he had ever given Maclay any facts 
about his campaign, and especially 
about the battle of Santiago, Admiral 
Sampson replied most emphatically that 
he never had- 
"I never told htm any- 


thing about the Santiago fight or any 
other, and neither did my aide, Mr. Ben- 
nett. Iii one way, possibly, I was re- 
sponsible for the statements made In 
the h Istory. I was cornmander-ia-chief 
of the squadron and was responsible, so 
far as reading the proofs goes. If the 
historian has taken facts from my ofll- 
cial reports to the navy department, 
which is perhaps what he means when 
he says that he obtained them from me, 
that Is all well and good. I stand by 
first reports and official communica- 
tions. 


"I would welcome an Investigation by 


congress or by the navy department, 
but I see no hope of its being taken 
np. I hardly believe congress will do 
anything about it at this session. 
Schley's firat statements regarding the 
battle of Santiago, those given out Just 
after the fight, I mean, were moderately 
correct. .The public Interviews given 
oi't some time afterward were not at 
all correct. 
They were entirely dif- 


ferent from his first statements, and 
were written in a different spirit, I 
think. If you will loolr up an interview 
purporting t» have come from Admiral 
Scbley, and published, I believe, on Jan. 
6, you will see that it was entirely in- 
correct. 


"If he was correctly qnoted, "he most 


certainly made a mlsstatement of the 
facts. 
Soon after this statement ap- 


peared In print he came aboard my ship 
and told me he had never given out any 
such statement; that he had been in- 
correctly 
quoted. 
The reporter to 


whom the interview was granted was 
a friend of mine, and he afterward told 
me that he had published Scliley's words 
practically as they bad been spoken." 


Long Won't Discuss It 


Washington, July 23.— Secretary Long 


yesterday indicated to the newspaper 
men who called, upon him that he did 
not care to discuss further the revival 
of the Sampson-Schley controversy. He 
said, however, that the ailthor of the 
Naval History of uis United States 
agreed to his (tho secretary's) statement 
that only the third chapter of his book 
(that relating to mobilization) had been 
placed in the secretary'*hands upon the 
publication of his book.

Pardoned So That Prlcele«» For- 
mnlm. Locked la * Vm*M M«T Hot Be 
Loit-Bu Key Which Open* Trent- 
•re Box. 
In a safety deposit vault of the Des 


Molnes (la.) National bank lies a secret 
that may revolutionize the steel Indus 
try of the United States, says the New 
York Herald. To that vault there aie 
three keys. One Is held by the bank, 
one by the oftcers of the Damascus 
Bteel company. 8. R. Dawson, an aged 
convict in the penitentiary at Anamosti, 
held the third key. Because it required 
all three keys to open the vault Mr. 
Dawson is at home a free man, paroled 
by Governor L. M. Shaw during food 
behavior. 


Dawgan, who claims to have discov- 


ered the secret of Damascus steel and 
placed It in the strong box, entered 
Anamosa to begin a ten year sentence 
for the murder of Walter Scott, who 
had eloped with his daughter, Clara 
Dawson. Behind the walls the aged 
inventor carried the key to the vault 
Wheedling, coaxing, threats, had no 
effect upon him. He declared time and 
again that be would die In prison rather 
than give up his precious knowledge. 
"With good behavior allowance Mr. 
Dawson had 15 months of bis sentence 
yet to serve when Dr. L. D. Eood, 
president of the steel company, inter- 
ested Governor Shaw In the case and 
pointed out to him that through the 
death in prison of the inventor science 
might again lose the secret of harden- 
ing Bteel and copper. The governor 
was told that Mr. Dawson had prom- 
ised to give up the key when be became 
disabled, but bad maintained from the 
first that his Imprisonment was not 
equivalent to disability. 


Accordingly Governor Shaw a few 


days ago exercised clemency. Aged, 
gaunt, with prixzled beard and hair, 
Daweon is today Just where he was on 
Christmas eve, 1885. He was on the 
verge of success alter a lifetime of 
work and self denial. During the au- 
tumn he had. Interested Des Moines 
capitalists In his discovery and had 
been assured at abundant capital to 
perfect his process. The Damascus 
Steel company, with an authorized 
capital of $250,000, had been formed, 
and he bad Just returned from a visit 
to the east, where he bad interested 
some of the groat steel men. He looked 
forward to the new year to bring com- 
mercial success to bis plan of making 
steel and riches. But the domortlc 
trouble that had hovered over hlgB for 
two years" "^culminated qri Chrahnas 
eve In a tragedy. His daughter Clara 
was only 16 when she met Walter 
Scott 
She was pretty, and fte was 


not bad looking, and they fell & love. 


Clara was committed by hdP parents 


to the State, Asylum For th<i Insane at 
Moupt Pleasant, 
Scott enlisted the 


aid of promifiehl citizens »nd secured 
her release on habeas corpus proceed- 
ings. His sweetheart suddenly disap- 
peared again. Scott finally learned that 
she was In St Xavier's academy, in 
Chicago. Scott sought tfte mother su- 
perior and begged her to release the 
girl. 
The mother snpwior said sha 


would keep her no long«r. but held her 
until her father arrived. He took her 
to Canton, O,, and latRr placed her in 
school at Dayton. Escaping from there, 
she reached relatives In Keokuk, la. 
The lovers arranged t» TDv»et at Ottum- 
wa, la., and be married. Mr. Dawsou 
intercepted the letters and bad Scott 
arrested, charged with Improper use of 
the mails. On the erecting before the 
day arranged for meetirg Scott secured 
his freedom on bonds ttnd started for 
Keokuk. 
Miss Dawsffh's father ob-

The finished product is border than 


ordinary stee^ more pliant, susceptible 
of a keener edge. He made come beau- 
tiful knife blades that would bend al- 
most double aid also a heavy saber. 
He fashioned a cold chisel and tested 
tt beside ordinary chisels on some step I 
girders.

Should be 
stll) be recalcitrant the courts may b« 
resorted to that the company may be 
protected against the loss of the secret 
through his death. 


A remarkable feature of the whole 


affair IB that no officer of the steel 
company saw the secret deposited in 
the safe deposit vault. They delegated 
a man friendly 10 Mr. Dawson to see 
that this was done. He reported that 
the formula was really deposited. Mrs. 
Daweon made desperate attempts to se- 
cure control of the papers after her 
husband was sent to prison and at ona 
time threatened suit against the com- 
pany. This was met with the prelim- 
inaries of a suit "on the part of the 
company to secure control of the pa- 
pers, and the effort was dropped. 


Mr. Dawson Is suspicious of every 


person. He fears that every man who 
wants to discuss bis discovery is try- 
ing to get it away from him. It hi 
said that when, years ago, he went to 
Cleveland to see John D. Rockefeller 
and to Pittsburg to see representatives 
of Andrew Carnegie he was BO suspi- 
cious that the magnates put him down 
as visionary. They offered to furnish 
him appliances by which he.could make 
his steel and offered to buy his product, 
but that dm not suit him. He has 
dreamed for years of becoming rich 
from his secret and wants a large 
share in any profits that may come. 


BERLINER ON THE CANARIES

Sol Berliner, who accepted the place 


of consul at Tenerlfe, In the Canary 
islands, was interviewed by a New 
York Tribune reporter about the coun- 
try, from which he recently arrived la 
New York.

Well, 
It isn't so. There are hotels there as 
good and aa well managed as In any 
part of the world. There are electric 
cars and electric lights and a number 
of fine theaters, where there are good 
performances by dramatic and operatic 
companies from Spain. No, there are 
no ticket speculators, and the prices 
ore reasonable. Talking about prices, 
see this suit of clothes—good material, 
well made and just as stylish as any- 
thing you can get here. Well, the cost 
was $11 in Tenerife, and these white 
kid shoes cost less than $2. You can't 
get a much better negligee shirt any- 
where than this, and all it cost me was 
about 48 cents. You get goods cheap 
there without going to the bargain 
counters. 
But 'living' la expensive, 


because all necessaries of life are im- 
ported, 


"The products which are raised there 


In the way of fruit, vegetables and dye- 
etuffa are shipped to England and to 
the United States. 
About 1,000,000 


tons of coal come to the islands every 
year and are sold to the steamers land- 
ing there- to fill their bunkers. What 
strikes the-American as strange Is the 
way Sunday Is regarded. All the busi- 
ness houses are open part of the day, 
and whenever a great show is to take 
place or a public celebration it is on 
Sunday. It is the day when the people 
•worship, but have a good time also. 
Is the country fertile? Well, I should 
think so. Ordinarily they raise two 
crops a year, but when there Is an 
extra fall 8f rain an extra crop is har- 
vested."

PHYSICAL COMFOBTS IN 


CAfe HOMES 


The Rev Hedding Bishop Leech of 


the First Methodist, church of Hacken 
sack, K. J., is one of your up-tcfdata 
clergymen. He looks after the "phys- 
ical comfort" 
of 
hia congregation. 


Last Sunday he' requested the trustees 
of his church to buy palm-leaf fans 
to be placed in the pews and he is 
sure the trustees will do it. And why 
The! Rev. Hedding Bishop Leech an- 
swer* the question himself. "I preach 
a plain straightforward gospel and to 
appreciate it my hearers must first 
enjcy 
physical 
comfort." 
Nothing 


could be plainer. 


And the Rev. Hedding Bishop Leech 


is not a" selfish man. Hear Wm on 
something that proves this point. "I 
had an electric fan put in the pulpit 
to keep me dobi, but it is si my back 
and th« breeze is carried to the con- 
gregation." In addition to this breeze 
which no doubt comes to his congre- 
gation, bearing On its cooling waves 
some of thai deep mysteries of his own 
personality, stolen aa it passed he 
wants the palm-leaf fans. 


The electric fan was put in the pul- 


pit to keep him cool. Perhaps it doog 
it and perhaps it doesn't, for he 
preaches a plain straightforward ser- 
mon. It is usually difficult to keep ifaa 
preacher of a. straightforward 
ser- 


mon co'ol. Tha work of straight for- 
ward preaching, if you have noticed, 
is so hard, as laborious as sawing 
wo'od. Often it resembles that opera- 
tion. The arms swin^, the body sways 
and the voice tears the air and splits 
—not the wood, but the ear* of the 
hearers. It really shows advancement 
When the preachers of straightforward 
serm'ons consider the physical com- 
fort 
of their congregatftms. If two 


tufts of cotton of two sizes—one for 
masculine ears and one for feminine 
ears—and an outfit of «*reen goggles 
went with etch palm-le^t fan the 
physical comfort would be nearer per- 
fection. 


It never annoys the Rev. Hedding 


Bishop Leech to see the "swaying of 
fans in the church." He says so him* 
self and It must be so. "It never ef- 
fects me only to make me feel that the 
people are enjoying mtore comfort and 
that makes me more comfortable." 
Comfort, you ,see, is what you want 
wheu you go TO church to hear a 
straightforward sermon, preached in a 
straightforward way as if the preacher 
was coming straightforward for you. 


The Rev. Hedding Bishop Leech has 


more ideas. "I h'ope soon to put in an 
ice cools-*" toe says, "so my people 
can get a c°»l drink before end after 
services."- He has not said whether 
the drink will be mixed or straight. 
But he knows a thin" <or two about 
physical comfor" and what 'makes a

gardening, tho dumbbell fruit, says the 
New York World. The new fruit re- 
sembles a Siamese twin peach and 
tastes like a peaeb flavored with pine' 
.apple. It is said to be delicious, far 
surpassing any known fruit IB the deli- 
cacy of its flavor, 


There is a romance connected with the 


story of Its cultivation, and, although 
the fruit comes from on island In the 
Indian ocean, on th& opposite side of 
the world, the fiefo of the sto jy was aa 
American. It ssems ttint in ttyd i year 
1886 an AmerlcaB scientist named Jef- 
freys, imblttered by an unfortunate love 
affair, turned bis back on civilization 
and with a Cingalese servant made his 
borne oh a small Island 1,000 miles 
south of Ceylon. 


Here be remained, living a Robinson 


Crusoe life, until his death In 1896, oc- 
cupying bimself wltb scientific studies 
and the cultivation of fruit trees. By 
grafting and other methods he pro- 
duced several curious varieties, hia 
most astonishing success being the 
dumbbell fruit. After the death of Mr. 
Jeffreys the native servant took a few 
samples' of the new fruit and set sail 
in a trading vessel for Bombay. The 
merchants to whom be showed bis 
specimens at once formed a syndicate 
and have Since been diligently culti- 
vating the plantations left by the Amer- 
ican scientist. 


Several shiploads have been sold ill 


the seaport cities of Australia and In- 
dia, and the syndicate is making prep- 
arations to meet an enormous demand 
next season. la London, where the 
dumbbell fruit has appeared this sea- 
son In small quantities, it has met with 
much favor from those fortunate 
enough to obtain it. A suburban inn- 
keeper Who con'cocted ft net? drink with 
the Juice of the fruit did a thriving 
bualnetrtr.

JAPAN'S NEW ARMY.

Lieutenant Colonel Wantanabe, tbe 


first representative of the Japanese ar- 
my to be accredited to Washington as 
military attuche, arrived there tbe oth- 
er day, saya the Philadelphia Times, 
and reported to tbe Japanese legation. 


"The present military system of Ja- 


pan la thoroughly modern," said be, 
"and Is similar to tbe best European 
systems, those of Germany being fol- 
lowed to a considerable extent. The 
peace footing is from 70,000 to 80,000 
men, with a war footing about double 
that number and reserves which can be 
called upon ^o an almost unlimited 
number. 


"Tbe Japanese troops arc armed and 


equipped with the latest rapid fire in- 
ventions. Our rifle Is distinctively a 
Japanese weapon, made in our own ar- 
senals and combining tbe host fea- 
tures of thn most effective weapons. 
Our soldiers are well drilled, and expe- 
rience lias shown them to be capable of 
great mobility. 


"We bear much of the American sol- 


diers In the east and always favorable 
reports as to their splendid appearance, 
courage and fighting ability. I am glad 
to say, too, that there Is the most 
friendly feeling between tbe Japanese 
and American soldiers."

The Chihuahua, and Pacific railroad 


has inaugurated an enterprise which, 
while expensive now, will soon be of 
great benefit to tbe country and indi- 
rectly to the road itself, says tbe Chi- 
huahua (Mexico) correspondent of the 
New York Post This is the education 
of tae Mexican farmer. Th& primitive 
way in which many Mexican farms are 
conducted would seem almost Impossi- 
ble to tbe average American, who is 
familiar with the improvements in ag- 
ricultural machinery used in the United 
States. But In many parts of this conn- 
try, especially in those away from rail- 
roads, wbeat Is still thrashed out with 
a hand flail, wine Is made by treading 
the grapes under foot, transportation 
is accomplished by ox teams drawing 
huge and immensely heavy carts, tihe 
wheels of which are made from the 
solid trunks of trees, and modem plows, 
barrows and cultivators are unknown. 


With such appliances only small crops 


can be obtained, and the officers of the 
road decided that if they could intro- 
duce modern methods they would in- 
crease the productiveness of tbe farms 
along their route and would in tbe end 
greatly improve their own business. 
So they hired Professor J. <3. Haney 
of the United States agricultural ex- 
periment station In Kansas and told 
him to show the Mexicans bow to run 
a farm. They furnished him with a 
supply of modern farming implements, 
such as the Mexicans could buy If they 
wished, and sent blm along the line to 
give practical lessons to the hncien- 
dados. Sir. Saney found the farmers 
willing students, fle furnished theni 
with seed and showed them bow to nse 
the tools which he bad with him. For 
the first time in the history of tbe coun- 
try American plows, harrows and dou- 
ble cultivators were used en the farms 
along the line of the railroad. Tbe 
Mexicans were quick to see tbe bene- 
fits of the new fools, and. the crop that 
they have just gathered has proved to 
them that the resufts of properly work- 
ing tbe soil are to their financial good. 
The result Is that they are buying im- 
plements similar to those used by Mr. 
Haney and are prepaflag to cultivate 
their farms more scfenticaily In futum 


By the recent action of the Burling- 


ton road the "tram butcher" is done 
away wifb,-Bays! a dispatch from Kan- 
sas City to the New fork .Times. The 
order takes effect Aug. 1, and from that 
date passengers will look In vain for 
the boy. 


As a substitute and for the purpose 


of providing the passengers with read- 
Ing material the company will have 
news agents rass -through tbe trains at 
the termlnalsln' I&nsas City, St. Louis, 
Atchison, St. Joseph and Omaha with 
newspapers and other reading matter. 
In addition a newsboy will be allowed 
to leave Kansas City at 7:30 a. m. and 
return on the Chicago train reaching 
Kansas City at- 8:40 o'clock tbe same 
night. This Is for the purpose of for- 
nishing to passengers morning and aft- 
ernoon papers. Similar arrangements 
will probably be made at the Chicago 
end of tbe line. 


Pennsylvania railroad officials are ex- 


perimenting With a new system of 
telegraphy on the lines between Phila- 
delphia and Plttsburg, ssys tbe New 
York Commercial Advertiser. Charles 
M. SlieaflPfer is the superintendent of the 
telegraph department The new meth- 
od involves tbe use of perforated paper. 
Tbe perforations are made by the oper- 
ator by tbe use of a key somewhat 
similar to the one now in use. Then 
the prepared papers ore placed in a 
sender, which eqnals the speed of six 
ordinary operators. Tbe perforated pa- 
per delivered from a receiver at the 
other end of the line 18 said to be easily 
decipherable. 


An experiinetv undertaken some two 


years ago In California by tbe Santa 
Fe company, says a writer In Tbe Cos- 
mopolitan Magazine, demonstrated that 
one ton of coal would carry a certain 
train 26.7 miles, while a little more

damage to* them.

Waterman, Rev. Willis H. Butler and 
t>r. Frank W. Olds. 


Melville Egleston, 
who is spending 


the summer in town, was an invitud 
guest at the meeting and was as¥ed 
to explain the working of the beetles 
which are now in elm trees, he bavin? 
made something of a study of the na- 
ture of the insect. He stated that the 
beetle, or pupa, as the beetle is called 
bsfore its reaches ils matured state, 
is now going down tge tree and will 
be found near the base in large num- 
bers. The pupa is about the size of .1 
bit of rice. It passes Irom the tree in- 
to the prround where 
it becomes the 


beetle. The beetle then re-turns uj> th-5 
tree, lays eggs and when ^hs pupa am 
hatched the excursion down the tree 
Is made the second time and a new U>1 
of beetles formed. These beetles yo up 
the tree, where they slowly sap out the 
life of the tree. 


A very simple and .effective manner 


of kiling the pupa was suggested by 
Mr. Egleston. 
A common 
flower 


sprinkler, plenty of hot water and " 
little trouble are a41 tha* is necessary 
to kill the pupa on its way down the 
Tree. When the pupa is found at the 
base of the tree 
sprinkle about the 


tree with hot water, which will scald 
the pupa, and do the tree no harm. 


The members of thu society discuss- 


ed the matter after Mr. Egleston's ad- 
dress and concluded by voting that a 
committee consisting of George 
B. 


Waterman and Mr. Sgleston see that 
ell of the trees in the nublic streets 
of the village are treated immediately. 
The tree warden, Mr. Waterman.^was 
also requested to senJ to all property 
owners a, written 
rfcjuest that they. 


care for their trees pt once. By im- 
mediate 
action it is hoped to pre- 


vent the beetle from dojnc: much dam- 
age in the elms of Williamsfown

Br F«* til* Lartrer Part of tbe Men 


\\1:o Have Ruled the World, Ettber 
Intellectually or With tbe Sword, 
Wer* Small ot Stature. 


One of the natural instincts of men is 


that curiosity which al! feel regarding 
the personal appearance of those PIT- 
EOUS who have stood mentally high above 
their fellows. Whenever we read or hear 
of a great man, and especially when we 
•re familiar with his history, we uncon- 
sciously form a picture of bis looks and 
stature to which the contrast 
t-f 
the 


actual man Is often very disappointing. 
Often we refuse to substitute the strange, 
unsatisfying reality for our own fond cre- 
ation, especially if tho great man is found 
to be a sraull one—the intellectual pant 
a physical dwarf. As a rule we overes- 
timate the height and bulk of our heroes 
and endow them, if attractive, with su- 
perhuman beauty or, if hateful, with 
ugly and repulsive looks. It was this 
feeling which made the people at Yar- 
mouth, England, when Nelson, delicate 
in body and insignificant in appearance, 
was passing over the quay to take e«m- 
rnand of his first ship, exclaim, "Why 
make that little fellow captain?" 


During Napoleon's first campaign in 


Italy, in 170ti, the Italians were greatly 
surprised nt his personal appearance. 
His short stature, his pale face, the sick- 
ly thinness of his frail body, which seem- 
ed consumed by the fires of his genius, 
but was in reality made of muscles of 
steel, seized the imagination of the peo- 
ple by the contrast they presented to his 
dazzling feats of arms. It was a novel 
and startling experience to find that di- 
rect and penetrating glance, that abrupt, 
imperious gesture, that laconic speech and 
peremptory and absolute tone—all which 
bespoke the man born to command—asso- 
ciated with such a dwarfish and attenu- 
ated frame. 


It is a singular fact that while nothing 


would seem to be easier than to ascertain 
the exact size of great men yet it is real- 
ly difficult and often impossible to do so. 
How long did "the grand monarch," 
Louis XIV, pass for a large man, being 
described as such by courtiers and histo- 
rians! Yet the measurement of his skele- 
ton some years after his death revealed 
that he was under the average size. Napo- 
leon III, while on the throne, was de- 
picted as majestic in figure. We now 
Vitow that he was very short, little more 
than five ieet high. 


Indeed, far the larger part of the men 


who have ruled the world either intellec- 
tually or with the sword have been men 
Of small stature. Aristotle, the Greet 
philosopher who for 2,000 years main- 
tained despotic sway over the world of 
thought, was a slender man with spindla 
shanks, small eyes and a shrill, stammer- 
ing speech. In the great council of Nice, 
consisting of 2,000 delegates, the most 
potent spirit, who, after long and fierce 
disputes carried the council with him, 
was Atb.anasius, a man of very small 
stature, "a dwarf rather than a man," 
says Dean Stanley, "but of almost an- 
gelic beauty of face end expression." In 
his little body dwelt a mighty soul. Com- 
bining subtlety of thought and power of 
eloquence with resoluteness of will, inten- 
sity of conviction and intrepidity of spir- 
it, he fought single handed and for half 
a century the great battle of orthodox! 
—having "no friend but God, and death," 
and today the creed of Athanasius is sub- 
stantially the creed of Christendom. 


Gregory VII, the mightiest and haugh- 


tiest of the Roman pontiffs, who de- 
throned sovereigns at his will, was a 
diminutive man, and so were Canute the 
Great and the great Conde. Voltaire, the 
literary autocrat of the eighteenth cen- 
tury and the most brilliant wit of the 
ages, was one of the thinnest and most 
spectral of human beings. Two of tha 
most potent spirits that directed the storm 
of the French revolution, Robespierre and 
Marat, were far below the average stat- 
ure. The former, an incarnation of will, 
•who by the sheer force of his intellect 
swayed the multitude and the national 
assembly at his pleasure, was but five 
feet two or threa inches high, and the lat- 
ter was less thaa five feet. Many of the 
most eminent Frenchmen of the nine- 
teenth century—La Place, Poisson, FoU' 
rier, Thiers, Guizot—were small, spare, 
spiritualiEed beings, who could distinctly 
(eel their own ribs. 


Montaigne, the father of essayists; Dr, 


(Watts, the hymnist; the sickly Scarron, 
,who, in reference to his ill health and in- 
significant stature, called himself "an 
abridgment of human miseries;" Alex- 
ander Pope, who wore three pairs of 
stockings to plump out his legs to a de- 
cent size and also wore stays; Campbell, 
the author of "Hoheniinden," "a pretty, 
little, delicate, ladylike, finical gentle- 
man;" Thomas De Quincey, the "opium 
eater," were all dwarfish men. 


Suwarrow, the greatest of Russian gen- 


erals; Frederick the Great, David Gar- 
rick, the wonderful actor, and Alexander 
'Hamilton, whom Talleyrand pronounced 
one of the three greatest men he had ever 
known, were slender aud below the mid- 
dle height. 
The brave General Marion 


"was in stature of the smallest size, thin 
es well as low," and Dr. Kane, who sur- 
passed al! his arctic companions in brav- 
ing torrid heat and polar cold, was but 
five feet six in height and weighed at his 
best but 135 ponnda. 


But more dwarfish than any of these 


ghostly beings was that phenomenon of 
the eighteenth century, the Abbe Galiani 
of Naples. "Personally," says Marmon- 
tel, "the abbe—who was but four feet and 
six inches in stature—was the prettiest 
little harlequin that Italy ever produced, 
but upon the shoulders of that harlequin 
Was the head of a MnchlaveHL" Refer- 
ring to the frequent and sudden alterna- 
tions in his conversation, of great, lofty 
sublime thoughts, which, Sainte Beuve 
says, were worthy of ,VJco, if not of 
Plato, with pleasantries, Jests and buf- 
fooneries, the abbe said of himself, "You 
see that I am two different men kneaded 
together, who, nevertheless, do not en- 
tirely occupy the room of one."—Willitin* 
alathews ia Saturday Evening Post?

At this time Morro Castle is crum- 


bling with the weight of years and is 
of small account as a fortress* Spain 
was-100 years in building It Tbe fort 
ras begun in 1C67 by Oregon Gastou, 
governor of Havana, with money from 
the receipts from Mexico, then owned 
by Spain. 
Millions of dollars were 


squandered upon It, and when it was 
completed it was acknowledged to be 
one of the most formidable forts In the 
world. But Spain was not satisfied, 
and $3,000,000 more was expended up- 
on the castle during the governorship 
of Juan Francisco Guymas, who when 
the work was finished said, "Pass it 
who can!" 


Morro eventually became the most 


dreaded of all the prisons of Spain. 
Men of all classes, rich and poor, high- 
born and humbie, have entered its 
gates never to return to their friends. 
Of Morro Castle it might have been 
truthfully said, "All hope abandon ye 
who enter here." It was really more 
as a prison than aa a fort that Morro 
became known throughout the civilized 
world. Hundreds upon hundreds of 
men have died the slow death of de- 
spair In its subterranean vaults. From 
it there was no escape unless the mag- 
ic power of money was at hand to aid 
the unfortunate. 


Some years before the war of this 


country with Spain Morro Castle was 
restored to its original use aa a fort, 
and Cabanas became the principal pris- 
on of the island and one of the most 
wretched tu tbe world.

The uae «f models in shipbuilding has 


recently bcoa revived by the best au- 
thorities in naval architecture as an 
aid in the solution of a most important 
problem, the etabilty of an injured bat- 
tleship or cruiser. Tbe advanced course 
in naval architecture at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology in Boston 
which will hereafter be taken by grad- 
uates of the United States Naval acad- 
emy who Intend to enter the construc- 
tion corps includes the exact determi- 
nation of bow much damage a warship 
can stand and, not go to the bottom. 
The methods employed by Professor 
Cecil H. Peabody. who has charge of 
the course, involves the use of a wood- 
en model about four feet long, so con- 
structed tbat blocks of wood represent- 
ing the watertight compartments can 
be removed at will. The model is float- 
ed in a tank of water and purposely 
"damaged" by the remoral of one or 
more of these blocks, just as if they 
bad been blown opea by an ebony's 
shell, their place being taken by 
weights representing tbe water which 
would enter after an accident erposing 
them to tbe seas. The inclination or 
"list" of the model to tbe point of cap- 
sizing is then precisely noted and fur- 
nishes the basis for elaborate calcula- 
tions of the greatest use in designing 
vessels which shall be stanch as well 
as powerful. 


The tests show, for example, that If 


an engine room and boiler room on the 
same side of the ship are flooded the 
ship will capsize, while the flooding of 
either Is a serious menace to stability. 
One result of the experiments bas been 
to explode the popular fallacy in be- 
lieving tbat the safety of a twin screw 
steamer is assured by dividing it into 
practically two ships by means of fore 
and aft bulkheads. Such a division, on 
the contrary, always means a danger- 
ous Instability in tile event of injury to 
the hull, whether tot the passenger 
ship or man-of-war, and it means, fur- 
thermore, that in such a case the man- 
of-war would be unable, on account of 
her list to one side or the other, to use 
her guns and would consequently be 
absolutely at the mercy of an enemy. 
This danger has lately become so well 
understood that no American warship 
would be sent into action Until tbe 
doors connecting her watertight com- 
partments had been opened so that the 
water that entered might be equally 
distributed.
